other tragedy, as a sequel to the 
Oscar D, McDaniel case, was en­ 
acted here yesterday, when John 
Krucker shot and killed his former 
wife, Mrs. Dagmar Krucker, named 
as “the other woman” in the Mc­ 
Daniel 
trial 
and 
then 
inflicted 
wounds upon himself. 
The shooting followed a rumor 
that McDaniel had married Mrs. 
Krucker recently, when he made a 
trip, presumably to run 
down 
a 
clew' to the murderer of his wife. 
This report was denied by both Mc­ 
Daniel and Mrs. Krucker 
at 
the 
time ; but it is believed to have 
been the motive behind the shoot­ 
ing. 
McDaniel was asked 
over 
the 
telephone last night about the un­ 
confirmed rumors. 
“Will you deny that 
you 
and 
Mrs. Krucker were married?” he 
was asked. 
“I will deny nothing,” w'as the 
reply. 
“I am not called upon to 
deny anything. 
If you can prove 
it, go ahead and so so.*' 
The tragedy has created as much 
of a sensation here as the McDan­ 
iel affair, owing to the prominence 
which the Kruckers gained in the 
trial of the former county prosecu­ 
tor for the murder of his wife, in 
which McDaniel was acquitted.

The shooting took place at the

Krucker fired three 
shots from a revolver, two striking

A bedroom was reserved for Mrs. 
Krucker whenever she visited her 
fdther’s home.

the room and her father was in the

Panama, Feb. 23.—“Charley Rob­ 
inson,’’ chief of the San Blas In­ 
dians, has proposed 
to 
President 
Valdes that his people be given a 
reservation, from which all foreign­ 
ers tire to be excluded. 
In practice 
the San Blas have maintained their 
territory to themselves, not allow­ 
ing outsiders to remain 
in 
their 
villages 
overnight. 
This 
custom 
has become a source of friction 
with the authorities of the Repub­ 
lic of Panama and with foreigners 
who are interested in trade and 
plantation 
developments. 
The 
chief’s card aims at securing rec­ 
ognition of the right of his people 
to live to themselves, at the same 
time conceding the 
authority 
of 
Panama in all of the San Blas ter­ 
ritory outside of the reservation. 
The proposed reservation’is an area 
about 70 miles square, 
which 
is 
about one twenty-fourth of the to­ 
tal area of Panama. 
“Charley Robinson’’ is a name of 
the chief’s own adoption. 
One of 
the customs of the San Blas is to 
give 
their 
children 
temporary 
names which they may shed with 
their milk teeth, and adopt theii 
own p mianent designations. Rob­ 
inson pays rather frequent visits to 
Panama City, on which he calls in 
state on die president, attired in a 
blue uniform and accompanied by 
two body servants. 
His idea of the 
reservation was given him by an 
American, who cited the indian res­ 
et vat ions of the United States. 
It 
is said that the government of Pan 
ama is inclined to co-operate with 
him in working out his scheme.

Return to the Colors of M any For­ 
mer “Soldiers of the Sea.” 


Washington, 
Feb. 
23.—“Once a 
Marine always a Marine*' 
is 
the 
loyal answ er bt hundreds 
of 
«x- 
“soldiers cd the sea” in response 
to the recent telegrams from Ma­ 
rine 
Corps 
headquarters 
asking 
their return to the colors. 
Many 
are re-enlisting and 
others, 
who 
are handicapped bv 
domestic 
or 
other responsibilities, are, for the 
present, doing a remarkable work 
in the obtaining of men for their 
old corps, according to recruiting 
officials. 
Upwards of IO,OOO trained mem 
are discharged from our military 
and naval services yearly, and, un 
der ordinary 
circumstances, 
one - 
third of them immediately rc-on- 
list. 
Of the remaining fully 80 per 
cent are eligible for reenlistment. 
it is therefore estimated that the 
United States would have af least 
150,000 trained re gulars in civil life 
ready for duty at the first call. 


Petrograd, Feb. 23.—During the 
past year, the United States led 
the world among nations trading 
with Russia.

England dem anded that Denmark hand her fh-et 


over to her. 
Denmark refused, as the act would have be* n tantam ount 


to a declaration of w ar on France. 
England, therefore, destroyed the 


fleet, exactly as G erm any invaded Belgium, and offered the specious 


pica 
cc hoed in 1914 in the ease of Belgium - that if she had am Mo-j 


la n d neutrality to lier own advantage, lier antagonist would h aw done 


it to her advantage.
